Tho great Liberal leader hasiegun a 
Tigoroua canVass' in Mid-Lothian, f(3r 
the ret)resentatiou of which lio i.-, a 
candidate. He accuses tho iliuiuii-y 
of extravagance, duplicity and down- 
right dishonosty, imd t!u) remarks he 
aims at Lord Beacoxsfield arc sharp- 
er personal. At.Etlinburgh tho other 
day lie addressed an audience of sev- 
eral thousand and at the hcginning of his 
'speech informed the people that they 
might easily conjecturo what Icinil of 
talk they might OKUcJt from hiiu on 
that occasion. He did not propose that 
his- voice should give any ^uncertain 
sound.

While travelling through Switzer- 
land a few days ago with his wife, a 
physician, resident at Gratz, witnos.sod 
at a small railway station within the 
Helvetian frontier a truly tragical and 
thrilling episode of domestic life, which 
ho has imparted to tho leading journal 
of his native town. A young doetoi', 
recently appointed to the post of Town 
Physician in the Swiss bourg, which 
became tho scene of tho tragedy, had 
for some years past secretly carried on 
a liaison with a married lady, and this 
guilty connection had rc.'jultod in the 
birth of several children. Shortly af- 
ter his appointmcut, however, he con- 
tracted a matrimonial alliance with a 
young lady of respectable family, and 
was just starting upon his wedding 
trip with' his b)-idc, v,-Iirn Iiis foriiicr 
mistress appeared in the station, and 
flung herself down upon the rails as 
the train commenced to move. The 
engine pa-ssed over her botly, mangling it 
horribly, and the bridegroom was sum- 
moned in his medical capacity to the 
spot where the unfortunate woman's 
muiilato.l remains had been deposited. 
Unnerved by the terrible sight, ho ut- 
tered a loud cry and fell ui'ion tho plat- 
form in a state of insensibility. Some 
of the bystanders acquainted the bride 
with tho nauso of tho suicide commit- 
ted before her eyes, whereupon she 
turned with disgust and loathing from 
the senseless form of her husband, and 
at once went back to her father's house, 

leaving Dr. to the indignation of 

tho crowd assembled in the railway 
station.

Geneva, Dec. 11. — St. tiothartl lun- 
nel will be llnished in a month. 

LosTDOK, Deo.. ,vll.^ The weather 
continues severe " ihroughout Great 
Britain, The .Seine has not been com- 
pletely frozen over before since ISGl. 
So hard and continuous frosts so early 
in the season have not been experienc- 
ed ill Austria since 185S. Much snow 
has fallen iniSicily and Calabria, mak- 
ing communication difficult. Broad 
riots have occurred in the district of 
Bavcnnu in conseiiueuce of the general 
distrcsK. The cold is still iiitensn in 
Berlin. In Upper Silesia, where fam- 
ine prevails, the thermometer marked 
12"- below zero, Fahrenheit, on Tuesday 
last.'

hearing tho number of his house. 

A well informed St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the National Zeiluny 
says ho thinks the Russian imperial 
council, which was to have been held 
yesterday under tho presidency of the 
eiiiperoi', -was summoned not so much 
to consider tlie ([ueRtion of picace or 
war, a.s how best to retire from the 
present diplomatic attitude of aggrers- 
sion. A new war would produce an 
explosion calculated to shatter tho 
whole organism of tho state. The 
last war jiroved that foreign enter 
prises did not remo^'o the peril involv- 
ed in the passive o|)position of .society 
to tho pjresent system of the govern- 
ment. The ])cril is greater than the 
desperate conspiracies of the nihillist.

The recipient of tho medal is sixty 
years of age. 

It is reported that the Duflerin con- 
troverted election case will bo brought 
to an end by the resignation of Dr. 
Barr, tho respondent, who is said to 
contemplate rotiromont from public 
life. 

The invention of the audiphone, by 
which the deaf, oven whcit tlu-y have 
been horn without the ordinary sense i 
of hearing, can hoar by means of the 
teeth, bids fair to revolutionize the 
principals of deaf-mute education. At 
a recent trial in New York in tlie pre-, 
senco of several noted men of 'science 
and philanteropists, it was found that 
those .supposed to be totally deaf were 
by means of this instriunent enabled 
to hear for tho first time in their lives 
the sound of their own vioces. This 
will greatly simplify the work of educa- 
ting these unfortunates, and practically 
restore to speech and hearing a largo 
class of aflictcd persons.

[Bcforo Mr. Justice Oray.) 

SECOND DAY. 

Tuesday, Doc. 1G. 
The prosiding Judge took his sent (it 11 
o'clock a.m. 

keqina vs. macuonnkll. 
Mr. Diako who appoarod for tho Crown 
Haiil thnt :in important witness was at 
Cowichiin, and Imil liocn sent for ; lio 
would Lu Iiore to-uKUTo-iv, till wliun ho 
afikud a postpoiionient. Tlic uon-atton- 
danco of the witness was attributable to 
tho failure of a mailed letter to roncli 
him. 

Mr. Justice Oray said tho man was mi 
trial for his life and should have ovoi-y 
opportiiiuty to clear himself. It was un- 
forluiialo, howevor, that tho tiiuo of tho 
jurors should bo wasted. 

Mr. Theo. Davio, who appoarod for tho 
defence, said ho was all ready for trial ; 
but would not. oiijoct to tho i)o.stpnm)- 
mont, which wan gi-aiited, 

attk:\ii't at Mritrn-.u .v.n'd .sricniK. 

'I'ho Grand Jury returned true liills 
ai^iiiiist Isaac Verlin for attempt to mur- 
der and for attempting to kill himself. 

Mr. Harrison, who with Mr. Mo- 
Croight, Q. 0., rcproHontod the Crown, 
decided to go on with the indictment 
for attempt to iiiiirdor first. 

The prisoner, who is a light mulatto, 
was placed in the dock. He seemed weak 
and leaned for support on tlio dock-rail. 
He was defended by IMr. Theo. Davio 
and pleaded "not guilty." 

The following Jury was empaiinolcd : — 
Je3so Mason, E. Smith, J. Kinsman 
(Foreman), NV, Clarke, N. Morrison, U. 
Jeil'roy, Edward BlackoU, J. C. Goi.ssel- 
man, J. K. Gray, W. Jensen, J. Dew- 
snap and ThoB. Elliot. 

There were no challenges. 

Tho prisoner was chai-^ed with shooting 
at Amelia Cavalhao with intent to murder 
her ; and also with intent to do her griev- 
ous bodily harm, 

Mr. Harrison opened the case for the 
pro,sccution, reviewing the evidence which 
the Crown oxpoctcd to produce. Tho 
circumstances of the case have boon alrea- 
dy very fully reported in those columns. 

Mrs. Amelia Cavalhao, who walked with 
difficulty, and was assisted by a police- 
man, was accommodated with a scat near 
tho \vitne,ss-box. Her direct evidence did 
lint vary from that previmisly reported. 

I'ho witness at times spoke with gi'oat 
volubility and was frequently checked by 
the learned Judge, who .complained of 
tho loss of time by the manner -^in which 
the direct examination was conducted. 

The Grand Jury, on bringing fresh in- 
dictments into Court, wore informed by 
the Court that it would be inadvisable to 
finally adjourn to-day as some criminal 
business still remained uiidiBposed of. 

iMr, Times, the Foreman, stated that 
tho Grand Jury would be prepared with a 
presentment in a day or two and could 
then take up any fresh business that might 
bo ready. It was finally decided by tho 
■ Grand Jury to adjourn until Tliursday at 
11 a.m. 

The cross-examination by Mr. Davio 
,was conducted with great skill and per- 
sistency. Tke burthen of the defence 
went to show that the complainant owed 
tlie prisoner .?200 and that tlie trouble 
arose from tho refusal of the former to 
jwy the latter, which affected tho prison- 
er's sanity. 

In the ctau'KC of the cro5s-e.xamiiiation 
the complainant rose from her seat and 
proceeded to explain certain accounts to 
the Counsel fordcfenco. Being checked by 
the Judge she turned to his Lordship and 
producing a number of letters and figures 
proceeded to explain and read ilioin to the 
Bench to the groat amusement of jury and 
spectators. Frequently cliccked by tho 
learned Judge, she liiially became exhausted 
and sat down, when Mr. Davio resumed 
his cross-examination. The witness, who 
was supported on one side by a young 
woman and on the other by a small girl, 
when pressed hard as to the nature of her 
relations with A'orlin fre'iueutly ajipealed 
to Olio or otlier uf licr supporler.-i fur con- 
tirniatioii of lier answers. 

Questioned as to Verlin's disp'isition, 
she said ho was disagreeable, but unless 
she was his wifo (wliich she wasn't, or nny- 
tliiug else) she couldn't tell his dispiL-^i- 
tioii" IIo was :'. bad man at an argument. 

Tlic learned J udge remarked that there 
were very few men who cnulil t;e( the befst 
of a woman at argument. 

Witness eould not tell what excited him 
most, hut ho was very passionate and 
ipiick. She would take tho Bible and 
chew a leaf of it if ho ever jiawned his 
clothes to give her money (laugliter.) .As 
she entered info anotbor lengthened 
intorviev.- with t!io nciicli, Mr, Davio re- 
gretted he cuuld not control witness' 
tongue; sho said she know that prisoner 
had challenged a Gorman to fight him at 
Beacon Hill; know ho had challengod 
some one else to fight him on account of 
Mr. Finlayfiou's liorsc; he never wont to 
fight any one on her account. 

Mr. Davio — Ho was jcalout; of the Ger- 
man, wacn't ho? 

Witness — I'm of age, am a ladj-, and 
can take caro of myself. Jealousy means 
a goo'd many things. You can bo jealous 
of a person for r. good many things or you 
neechi'tbe jealous of liim at all (laughter.) 

AFXEU RECESS. 

S. Perry Mills, sworn — Tlie direct evi- 
dence of this gentleman comported with 
th.it given by him when the prisoner was 
under examinntiun in tlie Police Court. 
This witness g.avc his evidence in a won- 
derfidly concise and clear manner, dc- 
Horibing tho scenes that occurred at the 
.time of tho shooting in a most graphic 
maiinoi% ' 

In the course of the examination Mr. 
Mills said he knew (professionally) that 
tho prisoner intended to shoot 'Mvs. 
Cavalhao. It was a privileged communica- 
tion from tho prisoner to witness. 

Tho Couii— Sny: notWng, .fcbout th« 
admiBsIon. '• ' " 



Mr. Davio said ho wanted all the evi- 
dence brought out. 

Mr. Justice Gray thought that on the 
ground of public policy this communica- 
tion should not bo divulged. Public con- 
fidence in tho profession would bo gone if 
such admissions were allowed. 

Mr. Davio — ^Ho's already said it. 

Mr. McCreight — Wo had better have 
all the ovideneo. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Very well, then, 
gentlemen, go ahead. 

Witness continued that from what ho 
saw in ZTie Colonist he did not expect the 
prisoner to aurvivo hisunjurieB and he 
went to the hospital; shoolc hands with 
Verlin, who said the shooting was all 
through that German; ho said ho had boon 
faithful to that woman and had done all 
ho could to assist hor; that ho loved her 
and that it was understood between them 
that on tho death of Mr. Cav.ilhao (which 
sho had wished) they wore to bo made 
one; he had boon longing for tho happy 
moment to arrive; I said to him, "Think 
not of those things now, but pray to God 
and ask him to forgive you." Ho said ho 
wished to dio; I spoko to him about his 
soul, and he began to pray; I .said to him, 
I beliovo you're a Baptist — has your 
minister been to BOO you't He said no;' 
that he was tho first one baptised in the 
Baptist Church here. Ho asked mo to 
take up his case, and I said I would sue 
Mr. Drake and lot him know; ho gave mo 
instructions as to his will, and just then 
oflicor Lindsay came to arrest him; ho said 
ho had taken rat poison, which was in tho 
store; ho said tho woman had told him 
that one meal prepared by her hands 
would bo sufficient for liim; that sho liad 
struck him; ho said he did not intend to 
shoot witness; I asked him what relatimis 
ho had had with that woman / 

Mr. Davio said if it was any insinuation 
against tho woman's character ho didn't 
want to hear it. 

Mr, Mills said nothing would give him 
greater pain than to tell it. 

(Jounsol for the ('rowu hoped the evi- 
dence would not be insisted on. 

Witness — He gave mo instruction.? 
about tho will, but subsequently Mr. 
Drake declined to tako the case. 

Tho witness w^as subjected to a severe 
cross-examination by Mr. Davio as to his 
object in going to tiio hospital to see 
Verlin, which ho (witness) said was in the 
interests of Christianity. 

Duncan Finlaysoii, sworn, corridioratod 
Jlr. Mills' testimony as to tho. shooting. 
In answer to Mr. Davie witness said that 
prisoner had workbd'for hia father and no 
fault was found with liim. 

Dr. Haniugton, who attended Mrs. 
Civalhno, described the nature of tho 
sh<it- wounds, which were in the woman's 
thigh. 

t^flicor Lindsay testified to the weapon 
used, 

Henry Knight, who kept n shop on 
Store street, testified to an altorc.ition be- 
tween Mrs, Cavalhao and Vorlin, when 
the man threatened to injure the woman's 
character; hoard Mrs, Cavalhao say Ver- 
lin said she owed him i?200, and tliat to 
pay him sho would havo to sell hor goods. 

Sorgt. Bloonifield testified that he 
lioard Vorlin say, when told the woman 
WR« shot in the thigh, that lie wished ,';ho 
was shot in tho heart, 

Mr. Davie opened the case for tho 
prosecution. Ho said ho would not at- 
tempt to claim that tho prisoner did not 
fire at the complainant. The evidence for 
tho prosecution had boon fairly given, 
although he must say that Mr, Mills liad 
mistikon liis vocation — ho .should have 
boon brouglit up to tlie Church. Tho de- 
fence wa.s that Verlin w;is in a .state of 
mind which rendered him irresponsible 
for his acts. He was in a state of frenzy 
and had ho succeeded in killing himself tho 
verdict would h.ave been ".luicidc whilo 
laboring under insanity." Counsel quot- 
ed from "Taylor" in support of tho view 
tliat no man would attempt his own life 
unless ho was insane. The prisoner fear- 
ed that Mrs. Cavalhao wished to poison 
him ; ho had all kinds of strange fancies, 
and witnesses would be produced who 
would show that ho was of weak mind. 
Ho had quarreled with tho woman, who, 
from the exhibition she made hero to-day, 
would be enough to drive any man crazy. 
Ho was sure that oven his lordship's 
patience was sorely tried by her. 

J. R. Giscomo sworn — Had known the 
])risoner since 1876; had had discussions 
with him; ho was very quarrolsonie, ex- 
citable and unreasonable; always sot him 
down as a fanatic, and Mrs. Cavalhao 
knew it well; met him in the fall of 1877, 
a little before he joined the church, near 
Rov. Mr. Jenns'; ho said ho thought he'd 
leave Mr. Finlayson's because Air. F. 
went out to parties in tho winter and he 
(Vorlin) had to drive tho carriage and had 
to stay in the open air to tho injury of his 
health; ho told me ho thought he would 
go dogfishing; I met him again tho .same 
day wlicn ho told me ho had changed his 
mind and would go to raising chickens; 
throe or four hour.? after he told mo ho'd 
altered his mind again OTid iil-ould take a 
ship and go to London; I was somewhat 
aiiiu.-ied at his shiftiness and laughed; he 
accused me of making fun of everything 
he said; he was angry, but he got angry 
so often I never noticed him; 1 told Mrs. 
Cavalhao I didn't tliink A''crlin was a pro- 
per man tostay tliere — he wnsso ".shifty;" 
he became very religi'iu.-^ and joiuLil the 
iiaplist Church; he staid until lie was 
l)a[)tized and soon afterwards wont away 
and never wont back; at ouo time ho said 
he'd go to Jimaiea, then to the Sandwich 
Islands and then to Australia; Mrs. Ca- 
valhao told me she owed him .?200; I did 
not consider him competent to make a 
will; told Mr. jMills I didn't think ho had 
nnylhing to make a will about (laughter). 

To tlie Court— Have frequently cx- 
profised myself with regard to Verlin's 
sanity. 

A. Harris testified that the accused, in 
his opinion, was out of his mind and had 
so informed the prosecutrix. 

J. Ecardon proved that while at the 
hospital accused was sleepless. 

Dr. Matthews, who attended Vorlin at 
tho hospital, testified that he saw no evi- 
dence of .insanity. ] " "^ 

Counsel for this defence addressed tho 
C(uirt in support of the plea of iubanitj' — 
referring to Voslin's constant ohaiit'O of 
purpose, slooplessncBS, despondency, and 
fanciful ideas in proof. He referred to Mr. 
Mills' ovideneo and conduct in humorous 
terms, and contrasted his professed de- 
sire to christianize Vorlin with his eUbrts 
to send him to the Fonitontiary for life, 
to the apparent amusomeiit of the specta- 
tors. Ho would not wish to cast any re- 
Uoctions on Mr. Mills' sanity, but ho was 
at least poetical when ho mixed praycr.s 
and love in one sentence, Mr, Davio con- 
tinued to quote from authorities to show 
that Verlin wa.i insane. In conclusion ho 
asked tho jury to give the subject their 
utn^ost consideration and caro, Tho de- 
fence was well founded, and if the jurj* 
had any reasonable doubt as to the sanity 
of the prisoner they were bound to acquit 
him. ' 

jNIr. McCroifjht addressed the jury in 
support of the indictment. The evidence 
was conclusive; few mon attempted mui- 
dor that had sound minds, but a man has 
got to show tliat ho does not know the 
differ«nee b«fcw«»n right and wrong, TIi« 



jury must bo fully assured of tho insanity 
of the accused beiforo they could aquit him. 
Copious authorities wore read in support 
of that view. 

His Lordship then proceeded to sum up, 
and after a very careful roviow of the evi- 
dence, diroctod the jury that, in order to 
bring in a verdict of "not guilty," they 
would havo to satisfy themselves that the 
prisoner, at the time ho committed the 
crime with which ho was charged, was 
laboring under some delusion that it was 
necossaiy for him to take Mi's. Cavalho's 
life. . 

Mr. McCreight called the attention of 
his Lordship to a decision given in the 
House of Lords and roquestod his Lord- 
ship to direct tho jury that, in order to 
return a verdict of acquittal, thoy mu3t 
satisfy thoiiiselves that tho prisoner was 
laboring midor a dolusion that it was 
necessary for him to tako Mi's. Cavallio's 
life in order'to preserve hU own. No other 
delusion could be admitted. 

His Lordship replied that ho had gone 
very carefully into the law on tho point 
and that ho would not bo dictated to as to 
how ho should direct the jury. Ho would 
ask air. jMcCroight if he had laid down 
tho law wrongly 'I 

-Mr; McOreigkt replied that he had no 
desire to dictate to his Lordship, but ho 
(his Loi'dship) ought to bo dictated to by 
the decision of tho judges in tho House of 
Lords. 

His Lordship said ho bad no intention 
of reading tlie deci.'^ion referred to by Mr. 
McCreight. Ho did not mean to narrow 
tho oaso down to such a degree. Ho had 
devoted half .an hour to explaining the law 
to the jury and as common sense mon 
they would doubtles.s comprehend what was 
their duty in tho promisoa. If thoy 
wore of opinion that the ])risoiier was 
under no dolusion that it was necessary to 
take Mrs. Cavalho's life— if the^' thought 
he was capable of distinguishing riglit 
from wrong - then they would have to re- 
turn a verdict of guilty. Tho natur.d 
conse([uonco of firing a loaded rilhs at a 
person at a di.slanco of 15 feet would be 
tho destruction of tliat person's life. But 
oven if the [lorson woro not killed there 
would still be tho intent to murdor. If 
tho jury found that' tho prisoner was la- 
boring under n dolusion His Lordship 
would consider it his duty to ask tho jury 
what that dolusion w.w and liow long it 
had existed. 

At half-past 7 o'clock the jury retired 
to ooiiaidor their verd ,'t, and after an ab- 
sonco often minute.' returned . to the 
court-room Avith a verdict of "Guilty on 
tho first cinmt, w' !i a rocoinmondation 
to mercy on accoar.t of previou.-i good 
character." 

Mr. Harrison, jr. , inforinod tho Court 
that there was a second indictment 
against the prisoner for attempting to 
commit suicide, but tiio Crown bad de- 
cided to enter ,i iin'Ic prii.-j-ijin. 

His Lord.ship concurred, tlio prisoner 
wa.'i removed and tho Court then adjourn- 
ed until 11 (-'clock to-morrow (Wednes- 
day) morning.

The application of W. Jensen for a re- 
tail liquor license for tho Occidental Hotel 

was granted fiii the grounds that tlie 
building, being an hotel, board and lodg- 
ing are provided thereat for tho travelling 
jmblic and tliat consequently a bar is part 
and ])arcul of the proprietor's business. 

Tlie application of Wm. Koohan for a 
rotail liquor license for his new building 
recently erected on Douglas, near Cor- 
morant street, was laid over, in order that 
the opinion of the City Council may bo 
ascertained as to tlio advisodnoss of in- 
creasing the niiinljcr of licensed saloons 
within the city limits. 

New LiouTiiocsi: o.v Pcuet Sou.n'd. — 
The following notice to mariners has boon 
issued by tho United States Lighthouse 
Board: Xotico is lioreby given that ou 
and after January 1, 18S0, a fixed white 
light, of the 5th order, lighting 270' of 
tho horizon, will be shown from a tower 
recently erected on Point-no-Point, Pu- 
gct Sound, Washington Territory. Tho 
focal plane is 20 feet above tho ground, 
and 27 feet above the mean sea level. 
Tho tower is painted white, tho lantern 
and dome rod. The kocpor's dwelling, a 
one-and-a-half story, wooden building, 
painted white, lies 200 feet west of tho 
tower. The approximate position of the 
lighthouse, as taken from tho United 
States Coast Survey charts is as follows: 
Latitude, 47" o4' -il" North ; longitude, 
122' 31' OG" West. Magnetic bearings and 
distance of ))romiuent olijects, in nautical 
miles, is as follows: Admiralty Head- 
light, N.W., IC miles; Skaget Head, N. 
E. by E. I E., 4 miles; West Point, S. 
E. f S., loi miles. 

The Oregon Railwaj- and Navigation 
company have jjurcliascd steel rails, loco- 
motives and eciuipmcnt for 200 inilos of 
standard gauge railroad, to be construct- 
ed in eastern Oregon and Washington ter- 
ritory during the year 1880. Fifteen hun- 
dred tons of the rails are now on board 
tlio ship Orient, soon to sail from Cardill' 
for I'ortland. One hundred miles will bo 
built from The Dalles up tho Colundtia 
river to conuocl with the existing Walla 
Walla railroad; fifty miles more will bo 
an extension of the latter to Snake river, 
and the remainder will connect Toxas 
ferry, on Snake river, with tho heart of 
tlio Palouse country.

Ah Kwong, charged with tho wilful 
murder of Fong Pap and Sue Som. 

Mr. Robertson, Q.C, who appeared for 
tho prisoner, applied for a remand for two 
days. '^vtoSv •'■ r->i- 

Mr. A. EJ B. Davio opposed the appli- 
cation on tho ground that tho case should 
bo proceeded with at once sn that the 
prisoner, if committed, could be tried at 
the present assizes. 

His Honor refused the application and 
after a recess of half an hour the case wius 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Eborts (Robertson & Johnson) ro- 
questod His Honor to direct that the 
court room bo cleared of all Chinese, 

The court-room having boon cleared Mr. 
Eberts stated that ho had boon placed in 
a very awkward position inasmuch as tho 
Chinaman who had acted as interpreter 
for him had boon thrown into gaol on a 
charge of disturbing tho peace, and on the 
application of Mr. Courtney, who appear- 
ed for tho prosecution with Mr, Davie in 
this cose, liad been remanded for tliroo 
days. He (Mr. Eborts) would therefore 
apply to his Honor for an order to havo 
tho interpreter produced in Court. 

His Honor granted tho application. 

Sorgcant Bloomfield then took the stand 
and testified to going to tho burning 
house (m Wednesday morning last and 
seeing tho body of deceased Fong Pap ly- 
ing on tho sidewalk, just after its remov- 
al from tho building. Witness deaoribed 
tho nature of tho wounds on tho body, 
and testified to the findingof tlie burned 
remains of tho woman. From informa- 
tion he received witness believed the pri- 
sioner to bo tho last man known to bo in 
the house with tho deceased. Witness 
arrostod him on suspicion of comiaittiiig 
tho murder. Suaroliod hiiu about two 
hours after tho fire, but found no marks 
blood, scratches or anything of that sort 
about him. Took particular notice of his 
pants and saw that thoy were perfectly 
clean, as if just put on, Tiio rest of his 
clothing was also quito clean, Soarohod 
prisoner's room, but could find no clothing 
belonging to him — nothing whutover. 
His boots looked hard and dr^, as if they 
had not been used for aome time. After 
he was arrested ho was cautioned in the 
usual manner. Ho stated that ho slopt 
with— 

Mr. Eborts objactod. Tho witno.is did 
not understand tho Chinese language and 
consequently could not know whatj the 
prisoner stated. It would bo for tho in- 
terpreter to swear to what tho prisoner 
said. 

Witness — Tho prisoner said that ho 
slopt with tho woman Sue Som on Tues- 
day night aucUeaving the house at 5 o'clock 
on Wodneaday morning, wont home to his 
own houso and wont to bod, 

Tho ovidonco was here interpreted to the 
prisoner, and when ho hoard it atalod 
that tho witness said his socks were per- 
fectly clean ho replied that it was not so 
as ho had worn thorn for three weeks, 

Jlicliael Hart, special constable and 
night watchman, deposed that he wont to 
tho house soon after tho firo alarm was 
sounded, and hearing thoro was a woman 
in the back room he wont in and eventual- 
ly succoodod in pulling out a bod with the 
charred remains of tho deceased, Suo 
Som, lying on it. Witness noticed a 
strong smell of coal oil about the pre- 
mises. Later in the day he searohed the 
houso and found a hatchet '^in front of 
where the bed had stood. He also found 
a second hatchet (produced) in the kitchen. 
Witness know that tho deceased ownod 
considerable jewelry and had troquontly 
soon hor wearing it. Ho searched for 
jewelry, but found none. Saw a largo 
cut on deceased's head. 

Ah Cliue, a Chinaman, deposed that ho 
was at tho supper at Sue Som's house on 
Tuesday night last; thoro were throo wo- 
men and nine men there, amongst them 
tho prisoner; tho party Ijroko up about 
12 o clock and all tho visitors loft with tho 
exception of the prisoner; the deceased, 
Fong Pap, who was Sue Som'a servant, 
also stayed behind; the party was given 
by tho prisoner; witness, after leaving tho 
house, went to his room, which is alao 
occupied by the prisoner and another 
Chinaman; the prisoner did not sleep at 
homo that night, but got homo about 9 
o'clock on Wednesday morning; witness 
saw him when he arrivod and asked him 
if he had had his breakfast; the prisoner 
said " Yes;" witness then asked, "What 
is tho matter with you; you killoe chic- 
ken ]" The prisoner did not answer. The 
reason why witness asked him tho ques- 
tion was because ho saw rod marks on his 
face. Could not say whether they were 
blood or not. 

To the Court — I think ho wore the same 
clothes ho has on now; the boots ho had 
on at the supper were big ones. 

When asked by His Honor whether ho 
had a looking-glasa in his room the wit- 
ness replied, "I did not say that tho pri- 
soner looked in the glass." 

His Honor cautioned tho vritnesa that 
unless he told the whole truth he would 
render himself liabic to imprisonment for 
perjury. 

At this stage of the proceedings tho 
c:i3B was adjourned until to-morrow (Wed- 
nesday).

Several re- 
citations followed and were well delivered, 
especially one by Miss Frances Smith, 
which was loudly applauded, as was also 
ono by Master Humbor. Another hymn 
was tlien sung by the childron, after 
which several recitations were delivered 
by boys and girls. A vocal duott by Mis.i 
Katie Williams and Master Hodges was 
well sung, Miss Elford playing the ac- 
companiment. The great feature of the 
evening was a dialogue in which Miss 
Lcfiiisa GoBiiell appeared as a vivacious 
darkey "gal," and made the audience roar 
with lai-ghtur at her funny sayings and 
doings; in fact, her acting was equal to 
that of many first-class amateurs. After a 
few more recitations tho different articles 
upon tho handsome Christmas Tree were 
distributed to tlio children of the Sunday 
School, all of whom doubtless went homo 
happy and satisfied.
